Government Wins Victory on Motion to Adjourn, After 


Three Reverses in Hectic Night Session—Censure Mo- 
tion Has Not Yet Been Voted—Unique Scenes Wit- 
nessed With Fate of Adminstration in Balance

OTTAWA, June 26.—Battle-scarred but hopeful after be- 
tag on the short end of three divisions, the government at 5:20 
o'clock this morning managed to put through a motion to 
adjourn. The motion was made by C. G. Power, Liberal, Que- 
bec, and was carried by a vote of 115 to 114, the house going 
over to Monday afternoon when the struggle will be resumed 
and the government's fate probably decided. 

The end of the day came in wild excitement with both 
sides cheering and throwing papers in the air. Such scenes, 
such dramatic episodes, have not been witnessed probably in 
half a century. They closed with a sharp encounter between 
the two leaders. 

As the motion to adjourn was put, Rt. Hon. Arthur 
Meighen asked if it was correct that the government had pass- 
ed an order appointing certain civil service commissioners and 
and « senator ;also if the prime minister desired to make any 
statement following three defeats. 

“If my right honorable friend will retract his last state- 
ment, I wil) answer his first,’’ sharply retorted Premier King.

What added equipment for the production of wealth and 
the carrying on of business has Edmonton, or the country 
upon which Edmonton depends, as the result of the Green- 
field-Brownlee rule? 

What the Greenfield-Brownlee Government has done for 
Edmonton, for Central and Northern Alberta, and for all Al- 
berta, is fittingly illustrated in the wrecking of the Provincial 
telephone system to a point where the Government's own ex- 
perts say the system will have to be renewed on a wholesale 
plan. 

It was a Liberal Government that drove a railway into 
the Peace River district, and another to Ft. McMurray. 

With the exception of a few miles added to the E.D. & 
B.C. in Peace River, every mile of branch railway north of 
the Saskatchewan river was built as a result of the railway 
policy of the Liberal Governments. 

With the exception of a few miles added to the Lacombe 
and North-Western, every mile of branch railway south of the 
Saskatchewan was built as a result of the railway policy of 
the same Governments. 

The joint efforts of three Libera] Governments provided 
Edmonton with the transportation and other facilities which 
made it the Winnipeg of the farther West. 

Next to the defeat of the reciprocity agreement in 1911 
by Mr. McGillivray's party, the worst thing that ever hap- 
pened to Edmonton, and Central and Northern Alberta, was 
the defeat of the Provincia] Liberal Government in 1921. 

Barring an act of suicidal folly on the part of the Pro- 
gressive members at Ottawa, Western Canada is due for an- 
other period of prosperity under a Dominion policy of a lower 
tariff and bigger production. 

Edmonton, and Central and Northern Alberta, can only 
share the full measure of that prosperity if the public policies 
in this Province are again shaped in accord with the principles 
and backed by the aggressive spirit of the three Governments 
whose policies made Edmonton the center of industry, trade,

The proportion of closed passenger 
motor cars has increased steadily, 
according to figures prepared by the 
United States department of com- 
merce. In 1919, the proportion of 
closed to open cars was 10 per cent, 
In 1921, this had risen to 21.6 per 
cent. In 1928, the figure had risen 
to 85.1 per cent, and by last year 
it had risen as high as 58.8 per cent. 
thus crossing the half-way mark.

MAKING BOLTS AND NUTS 
RUSTPROOF 


A thin coating of shellac is an ef- 
fective anti-rust protection for bolts} 
and nuts. The substance will also 
prevent a nut from turning and will 
reduce the annoyance of loose and 
rattling parts. Both nut and bolt 
should be dipped in thin shellac.| 
After being put in place with the 
nut tightened, the bolt should have| 
a little additional shellac applied to, 
{ts end. This treatment will not only 
prevent rusting, but wil] allow the 
nut to be taken off more easily. As 
a general rule, it is very hard to rust 
proof small parts. Sometimes they) 
are coated with grease or graphite, 
but this soon wears off and the rust | 
continues to accumulate. Some 
forms of paint are frequently used, 
but these, too, are not permanent 
protection. The shellac coating is ex- 
pected to overcome this. 


The habit of allpping the clutch 
causes wear on the linings which 50 
changes their frictional effect that 
the clutch is likely to take hold sud- 
denly or to fail to hold properly. The 
more slipping is permitted, the soon- 


er clutch engagement becomes un-/ 
satisfactory and the sooner the fac- | 
ings wear thin and require replace- | 
ment.
